against 
14,740,000,000 last 


year. 
The Increase In manufacturing 


products has been far greater In pro- 
portion—from one billion to thirteen 
billion dollars. For all that. It Is tho 
American farmer who Is the mainstay 
of the nation. 
While supporting one- 


half the people he supplies two-thirds 
of onr exports, which. In the last four 
years, were valued at 
$0,700.000,000, 


more than $4,250,000.000 of which wad 
contributed by the farms of the coun- 
try. 
And yet there atv hundreds and 


thousands of gaunt. Idle men who con- 
tinue to hang around tho Industrial cen- 
ters, adding to the army of the unem- 
ployed, adding to the distress of the 
community, and deliberately Ignoring 
the most healthy, the most prosperous 
and the most Independent calling of all
